Comes To George Bernard Shaw 


If it is true that history often 
repeats itself then George Ber- 
nard Shaw will be remembered for 
many centuries to come for his 
outstanding contributions to the 
field of modern drama. In his own 
and other’s opinion, Shaw was the 
modern counterpart of William 
Shakespeare. 

Proclaiming himself “the dra- 
matic emperor of Europe,’ Shaw 
began his reign over fifty years 
ago. Proof to substantiate the 
claiming of this tltle can be found 
in the fact that during this period, 
Shaw has written more than fifty 
plays, among those which are 
world famous are “Man and 
Superman,” “Pygmalion,” “Major 
Barbara” and “Candida.” 

Shaw did not gain public recog- 
nition until after he was forty but 
since that time he enjoyed world 
acclaim, becoming a _ constant 


figure in the public eye. His sharp 
wit and caustic criticism has be- 
come almost legendary. 

Born in Dublin on May 26, 
1856, he spent the latter part of 
his 94 years in Ayot St. Lawrence, 
in Engiand, leading an active life. 
It was his custom to rise before 
8 a. m. daily_and to retire after 
midnight during which time he 
was busy writing plays and play- 
ing the piano. At his death he was 
working on a ‘light comedy en- 
titled ‘““‘Why She Would Not.” 

During his lifetime, Shaw was 
particularly noted for being a 
vegetarian, Communist and ath- 
eist. But as time moves on these 
things will be forgotten, and, en- 
during long after, in their place, 
will be the numerous works of an 
era of great dramatic master- 
pieces dominated by George Ber- 
nard Shaw.
